Around  the  Dome  of  North 
Side  we  have  added,  in  this 
past  year,  a  wealth  of  experi- 
ences to  our  already  large 
store.  Seniors  reminisced  as 
the  new  freshmen  began  tak- 
ing part  in  the  traditional 
Domeland  activities.  We  saw 
the  enrollment  figure  grow  to 
a  new  high  of  nearly  two 
thousand  students.  Visible  evi- 
dences of  the  swell  in  popu- 
lation were  in  the  construction 
of  a  dream  school  cafeteria 
and  six  new  classrooms  in  the 
old  cafeteria  wing.  Daily 
classes  were  our  reasons  for 
spending  hours  at  North  Side, 
but  they  provided  only  a 
fraction  of  the  memories  that 
we  will  associate  with  our 
high  school.  In  the  following 
pages  we,  the  1958  Legend 
Staff,  proudly  tell  the  story  of 
our  last  weeks  Around  The 
Dome. 
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It  was  back  to  school  early  for  grid  hopefuls. 
Football  practice  began  in  mid-August  and  de- 
manded many  daylight  hours  of  rough  work- 
outs. 


AROUND  THE  DOME 


After  a  summer  of  silence,  the  halls 
of  Domeland  began  to  echo  with 
friendly  greetings,  the  click  of  type- 
writers, yells  of  the  grid  coach,  music 
from  1 19  or  120,  and  the  bang  of  locker 
doors.  Once  again  the  lives  of  North 
Siders  had  to  be  molded  into  the  school 
day  routine. 

A  record  high  number  of  students 
was  enrolled  in  North  Side  in  Septem- 
ber. Included  in  the  population  were 
597  freshmen,  551  sophomores,  437 
juniors,  and  a  senior  class  of  338.  An 
economy-size  faculty  of  81  completed 
the  Redskin  roll  call.

However,  seniors  once  again 
were  reminded  that  their  high  school 
careers  were  almost  at  an  end  as  they 
began  their  final  semester.

With  the  varied  curricula  and  the 
supervised  study  at  North  Side,  Jack 
has  no  chance  of  becoming  a  dull  boy. 
In  their  freshman  year,  students  choose 
their  basic  course  of  study  from  the 
many  fields  that  are  available.  Basic 
courses— the  business,  academic,  busi- 
ness-academic, and  general  —  are 
outlined  to  best  benefit  the  needs  of 
the  student.  Each  has  a  set  of  minimum 
requirements,  but  a  student  is  free  to 


elect  courses  according  to  his  special 
interests.  Specific  classes  are  offered 
in  the  fields  of  speech,  journalism, 
mathematics,  social  science,  foreign 
language,  science,  art,  business,  home 
economics,  industrial  arts,  physical 
education,  and  music.  With  the  subject 
matter  taught  by  experienced  teachers, 
a  student  gains  the  vital  equipment 
with  which  he  can  achieve  his  life 
goal. 
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Algebra  I  is  a  basic  requirement  for  most  North  Siders,  a 
first  foreign  language  for  some.
